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Item 2(a): The amendment to claims 7, 9 and 1 1 will not be entered because they present 
new combinations which have not been previously examined. Therefore, they would 
require further consideration. 

The amendment to claim 5 would be entered if submitted separately in a timely 
filed amendment. 

Item 10 : Applicant argues essentially that there is "no critical link" between the display 
means of Kagan and the light sensing and decoding properties of the light sensors in 
Baer. If Applicant is arguing that there needs to be an explicit suggestion for combining 
the reference, the Examiner points out there does not need to be. The examiner 
recognizes that obviousness can only be estabUshed by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the 
knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 
1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 
(Fed. Cir. 1992). The Examiner notes that Baer was cited for disclosing all of the 
features except for a light sensing device incorporating a display. Kagan teaches this 
well known concept. The combination of Baer and Kagan then, renders the claimed 
invention obvious.
